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WESTERN QUESTIONS 


In the report of the recent Scott- 
Oliver public meeting in Regina, the 
Regina Standard, independent, says: 

“Mr. Oliver was accorded a magni- 
ficent reception. He devoted the 
major portion of his remarks to the 
transportation question, with which, 
{rom bis long experience in the west, 
he is so familiar. He said that the 
Grand Trunk Pacific scheme was the 
first effort made to wolve the trans- 
portation question as it affected the 
whole Dominion, and explained fully 
eastern views and needs and also 
those of the west, and how the G. T. 
P. would meet both. He contrasted 
the aid given with the Crow’s Nest 
Pass and other raisway bargains. His 
explanation of the provisions of the 
Grand Trunk Pacific was most effec- 
tive and made a marked impression 
on the large audience, who resoundéd 
with hearty sheers over and over 
again. He also dwelt at some length 
on the extension of the Canadian 
Northern into the Territories. 

“Upon the tariff Mr. Oliver agreed 
with the manufacturers that it should 
not be a party question. He said that 
the manufacturers’ association which 
was the greatest combine of the com- 
bines in Canada had deliberately 
asked ior a protective tariff; that 
Conservatives in the west and in par- 
liament had endorsed that policy and 
that it was, therefore, a clear issue 
between the Liberal government 
and a low tariff, and the manu- 
facturers and the Conservatives and 
a high protective tariff. 

“*You are either for a high tariff 
or against a high tariff,’ said Mr. 
Oliver, ‘and if you are against it you 
vote for the government and if you 
are in favor of a high tariff, you vote 
against the government. It was 
not a party question and if the man- 
ufacturers had banded together de- 
claring for a Ingh tariff and to bring 
every argument to bear to spend 
every doliar they could subscribe, to 
buy every newspaper they could buy 
in an eftort to gain their ends, then 
the people and the farmers of the 
country should likewise bande together 
declaring for a low tariff and stand 
and vote together to that end.’ 

“On the question of provincial 
autonomy Mr. Oliver Was very ex- 
plicit, and while he was strongly 
in favor of provincial autonomy and 
autonomy immediately providing pro- 
per terms and arrangements could be 
made, he was just as strongly opposed 
to provincial establishment if  suit- 
able terms and conditions were not 
arranged.”

HOMESTEAD REGULATIONS. 

Any even numbered section of Do- 
minion Lanas in Manitoba or the 
North-West ‘lerritories, excepting 8 
and 26, which have not been 
homesteaded, or reserved to provide 
wood lots tor settlers, or for other 
purposes, may be homesteaded upon by 
any person who is the sole head of a 
family, or any male over’ 18 years of 
age, to the extent of one-quarter sec 
tion of 160 acres. more or lesa, 


ENTRY. 

Entry may be made personally at 
the local land ofiice for the district 
in which the :and to be taken’ is 
situate, or if the homesteader cesires 
he raay, op application to the Minister 
of the Interior, Ottawa, the Commis- 
sioner of Immigration, Winnipeg, or 
the Loca: Agent tor the district in 
which the fanc is situate, receive 


authority for some one to make entry 
for him. A fee of $10 is charged for 
a homestead entry. 

HOMESTEAD DUTIES. 

A settier who has Deon granted an 
entry tor a homestead is required 6y 
the provisions cf the Dominion Lands 
Act and the amendments thereto’ to 
perform the condition connected 
therewith under one of the follow-

Before making application for 
patent the settler must give six 
months’ notice in writing to the 
Commissioner of Vominion Lands at 
Ottawa of his intention to do so.
